Professor Marinelli is one of the foremost geographers of Italy. He occupies the chair of 
geography in the Royal Institute of Higher Studies of Florence, and. is one of the 
joint editors of the Rtvista Geografica Italiana, the leading scientific geographical 
journal in Italy. He has specialized both in physical and human geography. Many 
of his studies relate to the Italian Alps. Other publications deal with the currents of 
the Mediterranean and with the geography of the Italian colony of Eritrea. He 
is also the author of a school atlas. 

Mr. Woodhouse is one of the foremost promoters of aviation in this country. He is 
a member of the Board of Governors of the Aero Club of America and editor of 
Flying. Mr. Woodhouse is the author of " Textbook of Military Aeronautics " 
(1918); "Textbook of Naval Aeronautics " (1917); "Aeronautical Maps and Aerial 
Transportation" (Geogr. Rev., Nov., 1917). 

Dr. Nichols is professor of botany at Yale University. He has devoted himself par- 
ticularly to the ecological aspect of the subject. He is the author of " The Vegetation 
of Connecticut : I, Phytogeographic Aspects ; II, Virgin Forests ; III, Plant Societies 
on Uplands ; IV, Plant Societies in Lowlands ; V, Plant Societies along Rivers and 
Streams" (Torreya, Vols. 13 and 14, 1913 and 1914, and Bull. Torrey Botan. Club, 
Vols. 42 and 43, 1915 and 1916). 

Dr. Fenneman is professor of geology at the University of Cincinnati. He is the 
author of " Oil Fields of the Texas-Louisiana Gulf Coastal Plain " (U. S. Geol. 
Survey Bull. 283, 1906); "Geology and Mineral Resources of the St. Louis 
Quadrangle" (ibid. 438, 1911); " Climate of the Great Plains " (Journ. of School 
Geogr., Vol. 3, 1899). In large measure through his efforts as chairman of a 
committee appointed several years ago a map of the physiographic provinces of the 
United States was recently published (Annals Assoc. Amer. Geogrs., Vol. 6 for 
1916) which is of fundamental importance as a basis for all manner of investigation 
dealing with the geography of the United States. 

Professor Davis is the leading exponent of physiography, or the rational study of 
land forms; to his teachings is mainly due 'the universal recognition of America's 
pre-eminence in this science. Among his numerous writings may be mentioned 
" Physical Geography " (1898) ; " Geographical Essays " (1909) ; " Die erklarende 
Beschreibung der Landformen " (1912), written while exchange professor at the 
University of Berlin in 1908-09. In 1911-12 he was visiting professor at the 
University of Paris. In the latter year he conducted the American Geographical 
Society's Transcontinental Excursion across the United States. Professor Davis is 
Sturgis-Hooper Professor of Geology, Emeritus, at Harvard University.
